INTUSSUSCEPTION is a long 
word for a seriou s disorder which 
chiefly affects b ab ies u nder two 
years of age, In this condition there 
is telescoping of a portion of the 
b owel, one part b eing pu shed into 
the section ju st b elow it exactly as | 
a telescope folds together. 
Tb s symptoms of this disorder are 
severe pain in the ab domen, the 
passage of b lood from The b owel, 
vomiting, end fever. The condition 
is one which demands immediate 
attention; therefore a doctor shou ld 
he called at once whenever any of 
these things occu r. 


Immediate Operation 
In the past, the common form of 
treatment has b een immediate op-1 
eration. More recently, a nu mb er of j 
patients have b een treated fcjr the hu llin g V phf.Ic r« 7if thf b ab y X 
pressu re of flu id introdu ced throu gh j vtiop, v„mit,n(t, fev4ri pain 
thp 
the rectu m. It is su ggested that ab domen, failu re to have a b owel 
when this treatment is given, the movement, or has b lood in the b owel 


and then relieved. This procedu re 
can b e repeated two or three times 
if necessary. By maintaining the 
pressu re of the flu id at a constant 
point, there is no danger of ru ptu re 
of the b owel from this procedu re. 
In more than IOO patients in 
which this treatm ent was u sed, the 
intu ssu sception was corrected with­ 
ou t operation in one-fifth; in another 
fifth, it was fou nd at the time of 
operation that it had b een somewhat 
relieved. In the remainder of the 
cases, operation was requ ired. 
In ab ou t one-tenth of the infants, 
the condition was fatal, b u t, of 
these, less than half were treated 
within 24 hou rs after the onset of 
the disorder. Thu s, it can b e seen 
that the earlier the treatment for 
intu ssu sception is carried ou t, the 
more su ccessfu l it may b e. 
There shou ld b e no delay in con- 


patient b e pu t to sleep with an anes­ 
thetic and that the procedu re b e 
carried ou t near the operating room 
so that if operation b ecomes neces­ 
sary it can b e done withou t any 
delay. 
In carrying ou t the treatment, 
salt solu tion is allowed to ru n into 
the rectu m throu gh a tu b e passed 
ab ou t three inches into the b owel. 
As the flu id is introdu ced, it flows 
rapidly at first and then more slow­ 
ly. The pressu re of the flu id is main­ 
tained for from two to three minu tes 


movemen'.

President Trum an may move to­ 
day to prevent a coal strike Dec. 
I. He has no legal power to for­ 
bid a strike altogether. At best, 
he can only delay it. 
But, using what power he hoc, 
he might be able to 
delay 
the 
strike 80 days or even 140 days. 
That would 
carry 
the 
country , 
through the four* 
worst 
w in te r, 
months with a supply of coal. 


On Nov. 9, when John L. Lew is 
called his miners back to the pits 
after a 52-day lay-off, he said it 
would be untfl Dec. I. After that 
date he may pull them out again 
unless: 
1. H e’s reached a 
settlement 
with the mine owners. None is in 
sight. The two sides have been 
haggling on 
and off 
since last 
M ay and seem no nearer an agree­ 
ment now than then. 
2. The president acts to prevent 
a Dec. I strike. There seem to be 
only two ways in w’hich he can do 
that: (A ) B y setting up a fact­ 
finding board or (B ) by using the 
Taft-Hartley 
Act, 
which 
Mr. 
Truman probably would do this: 
Ask Lew is and the mine own­ 
ers (A ) to let a fact-finding board, 
appointed by the president, look 
into their dispute and (B ) agree 
there’d be no strike or lockout for 
50 days while the board worked. 
The president has no power to 
force either side to accept this ar­ 
rangement. Acceptance would be 
voluntary. If Lew is or the own­ 
ers, or both, refused, that would 
be the end of that idea. 
B u t—then, to prevent a strike 
Dec. I, Mr. Truman could 
trot 
out the Taft-Hartley Act and de­ 
clare a national emergency. Then, 
under that law*, and whether Le w ­ 
is and owners liked it or not, M r 
Truman would have to set up a 
fact-finding board.

certainly 
would report back to Mr. Truman 
before the Dec. I deadline. Then 
Mr. Truman would take the next 
step provided for under the T-H 
law. 
H ’d ask for an 
injunction, or 
court order, forbidding a

for 80 days. The purpose of

80-day delay under the law is to 
give both sides in a labor dispute 
more time to settle it. 
After that 80-day delay, though, 
Lewis would be free to strike.
